These 
men were lowers of strength in 1964, when Barry 
Goldwater needed llieir help (o counter ihe moncv 
and muscle of (he Eastern Establishment, which 
was easting about for a candidate who could slop 
Fen.

Nixon will be the first ballot. If he does not go 
tner the top then, he will be hard put to hold his 


troops in line. The erosion of 2(1—or Is if 1(1.’— 
whit h is admitted now will accelerate. The Reagan 
camp is convinced that Mr. Nixon’s high point will 
be the first ballot. If he does not mak e it then, 
there will be a swing to Ronald Reagan that will 
guarantee him the nomination. No one believes 
that Gov. Rock efeller, in splendid isolation at his 
Americana Hotel headquarters, can do much more 
than add to the tally of what have become the only 
two real contenders—Gov. Reagan and Mr. Nixon. 
If Ron Reagan can pull this « iff, it will be one 
of the great political success stories of all time, 
and lar more impressive than Wendell Willk les 
stampede of the Republican convention in a steamy 
Philadelphia back in 1940. For Mr. Reagan does 
not have the money and the arm-twisting capa­ 
bilities id the Wall Street community behind him. 
He is work ing with a force of young Republicans, 
guided by the crops of leaders which the GOP's 
junior political arm has trained in the techniques 
of organization and guerrilla warfare that are so 
essential in a pre-convention campaign.

True, the Reagan 
forces have had Ihe great services of Clifton White, 
and it he succeeds fur them, he can truly lay claim 
to |N» li(icai genius. 
There are, however, question mark s. For if 
Mr. Nixon does not go over Ihe top on Ihe first 
ballot, it will still be necessary to defeat him 
quick ly, (bice the contest becomes protracted, there 
will be time to pull the strings and apply the pres­ 
sure to bring the Rock efeller Bloc—which in (he 
first ballot will be joined in opposition with the 
Reagan delegates—Into line behind the Nixon forc­ 
es. Idcalogically, many of those now supporting 
Rock y will find it easier to shift to Mr. Nixon than 
to ¡Mr. Reagan. Will Ihe animosities which have 
built up over the past 80 years between these two 
groupings he too strong to allow a last-ditch 
coalition?

BROOKLYN, N Y. (NEA) - 
Several years ago curly haired 
Janie came home from school 
one evening and was tak en to 
stay with relatives in another 
section of town while her home 
was being remodeled. 


The next morning Janie got 
up, dressed for school and be­ 
gan a three block s’ walk to 
meet her 
third-grade 
friends. 
Shortly after leaving her cous­ 
in’s 
house Janie returned 
in 
tears, was put to bed and re­ 
fused to go to school for a 
month. 


A child psychiatrist at Maimo- 
nides Medical Center here now 
labels her bahavior a bad case 
of “ school phobia.” In Janie’s 
third-grade days the truant offi­ 
cer, teacher, family and doctor 
laughed it off as homesick ness. 
Their diagnosis seemed correct, 
for Janie’s “ illness” disappeared 
when the family moved back to 
their home. 


Janie’s case is familiar to a 
majority of parents. According 
to Dr. Norman Sher, father of 
two small children, school pho­ 
bia is increasing. “It reflects the 
tension of our times,” he says 
quietly. “ I do not consider such 
behavior a true phobia, though, 
and it touches youth from 5 to 
18 but you see it mainly in chil­ 
dren entering k indergarten and 
first grade.” 


Although Sher 
suggests par­ 
ents relax when a child comes 
up 
with 
the 
school - dodging 
symptoms most adults remem­ 
ber using, he urges them to treat 
the problem quick ly. The child 
who uses a headache, stomach 
ache, 
actually 
gets 
nauseous 
and vomits to avoid a day or 
two of classes or runs home 
from school and refuses to leave 
home is to Sher a reasonably 
healthy child. 


Why, then, does he refuse to 
go to school? 


Sher explains that his actions 
show 
an 
apprehension 
about 
leaving home. “ I 
differentiate 
his behavior, often after a va­ 
cation, on Mondays or at the 
start of a new semester, from 
out-and-out truancy, from schiz­ 
ophrenia or mental illness w here 
the 
child actually 
withdraws 
from life.” 


The child in most cases isn’t 
afraid of school but of leaving 
home, he repeats. This is why it 
is necessary to get the young­ 
ster back in school immediately 


and then try to find out what is 
wrong. 
“ Don’t treat school phobia lik e 
the measles and expect it to go 
away. It will go away but the 
underlying cause needs 
to 
be 
brought to the surface or deep­ 
er troubles may result.” 
Sher points out that a healthy 
child may hide out during the 
day and then go out to play 
when friends come home. Be­ 
hind the problem may be the 
child’s sense of tension within 
the family. 
“A mother,” 
Sher explains, 
“may be afraid that something 
will happen to the child while he 
is away from me. Or she may 
get particularly angry with one 
child in the family, feel guilty 
about this and repress the feel­ 
ings. A death in the family, an 
auto accident, 
an elderly per­ 
son living within the home may 
bring counterconcern 
for the 
youngster. This puts him in a 
bind and mak es him reluctant 
to leave home.” 
Sometimes a child is a border­ 
line retardant or is having read­ 
ing difficulties that disturb him 
but Sher does not put a child 
with 
these 
problems 
in 
his 
“ school phobia” group. 
Often a 
child, he 
explains, 
drawing on his own experience 
as a father, 
is not ready 
to 
move out, 
to go 
to nursery 
school or k indergarten. Even a 
child of six may have trouble 
going to school at first. With 
the pressure to push tots into 
the classroom at earlier ages, 
Sher shak es his head and theo­ 
rizes that “ there is definite folk 
wisdom in selecting age seven 
for entering school.” 
Whatever 
the age and 
the 
cause 
for apprehension 
that 
k eeps a child home, Sher urges 
help from the family physician 
and school attendance or guid­ 
ance counselors as first steps. 
“ First get the child back into 
the classroom, 
then 
visit the 
family to find out what is hap­ 
pening to it to bring on the re­ 
action. 
“ I believe in short term, quick 
help. If there is a severe mal­ 
adjustment, then I would sug­ 
gest it be treated as a psychiat­ 
ric emergency. 
“ Ihe 
overanxious 
mother 
needs to 
ask herself, 
‘What 
mak es me uncomfortable about 
my child going to school?’ and 
try to relax,” Sher adds. “ In 
severe cases we’ve had to treat 
the whole family.'*

On long downhill putts, alway s 
be sure to stroke hard enough 
so that y ou are left with an up­ 
hill second putt. This of course 
does not apply to short downhill 
putts because y ou are try ing to 
plunk the ball in the hole and 
not* send it past. 


Checking the green before hit­ 
ting the long downhill putt is of 
primary 
importance.

green goes from left to right, 
then the ball will break right.

In other words, the ball 
breaks the way the green goes, 
like in ordinary putts. 
Adjustments 
must be 
made 
for steep downhill putts, for sim­ 
ply small slopes and when put­ 
ting from the side. It need hard­ 
ly be said that the steeper the 
slope the swifter the ball will 
tavel down.
